in keeping with the altruistic H|)iril 
which has been shown, and 
we trust will (onlinue lo be 
shown, toward the wards of the 
Stat,e. (Jeiufrous humanitarianism 
on the part of our law-makers early 
led them to co-operate with and en- 
courage private be'nvolenee in the 
esiablishmenl of institutions whose 
highitst ideal is a s<;hool home, 
wln^rein the artifieial parentage 
doHidy approaches the natural, 
both ill spirit and tenderness. As 
a resull of this policy, the plants 
of our deaf schools have been very 
largely provided by prival(! enter- 
prise, thereby .saving the tax-pay- 
ers of (h<r Slate an ori:xiinil ouMa.> 
of hiindrids of thoasands of "dol- 
lars. 

"Again, (he reeogtiitioii of these 
institutions as charitable, in the 
highest and truest sense of the term,

Joseph's inslitiilion; inspir(»d (he 
creation of I he $100,000 school 
building now Iteiiig co striicled by 
the Lc Coiiteulx St. Mary's, at Buf- 
falo, and has, in innumerable ways, 
iiK!reased the <'fJieiency of the 
sehools for I he deaf throunhout the 
Slate. 

"Il is therefore, the opinion of the 
Board that th.- decision of thetkjurt 
of Afipeals above referred lo not 
only reaflirms a corre(?t principle, 
but will work for the best interests 
of the deaf by encoiirajirifig a con- 
tiniiMnee of the Sbite's generous 
policy, and by strengthi-ning the 
sentiments heretofore entertained 
toward thetn by the benevolent 
minded. 

"The lollowing table }riv«ts Ihe 
name and location of each institu- 
tion In the Statewhich isanlhori^.ed 
by law to miiitilain and iMlucale 
fleaf pupils al piiblie expense, and 
also gives the nuni'ierand sex of tin- 
fiufiils eonne<'ted (lierewilh at the 
time of the Board's annual insiiec- 
tion. All of the 8(!hoolH named 
reeeive Stale and Covinty fiufiils : 
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A middle-aged, sour-vis/iged litth- 
woinati, dragging a luliberly, frec- 
kle fjwred boy of 15} with one hand 
and a girl of (> with the other, hur- 
ried into the ('alifornia Theater 
one night last week and offered 
Doorkeeper Kngel a single ticket

"During 18it7, President Stewart 
and other members of the fioard 
vhited several of those Instil ul ions, 
and during Ihe months of Oclober 
and .Vovember a s.>slematie insjiec- 
lion of them made by the «luly ap- 
pointe<l inspectors The report of 
the formal inspection will be found 
among the a|)pi^nded pafiers here- 
with transmitled. 

"The physcial conlition of the 
pujiilsis good, and the facilities for 
their better accommodation have 
been very greatly increased durini; 
the past year, and will be further 
augmented in the near future. 
The inspectors, as usual, give 
speeial attention to the lifeiary 
work of the sehools. For tin? past 
twelve years the Board has taken 
note of the mental, as well as the 
physical condition of the children, 
maintenance l»eingregar<led simjily 
as an incident lothe cienlal devel- 
o|inieiitand tr.iining which is fur- 
nished at public cost t/i this most 
inleri.'-ting <'lass of Slate war<ls. 
One irnport:in I object of the Board's 
annual visitations has been to de- 
termine whelher the edtniational 
results attained by eaclMchool war- 
ranted (he larire yearly expenditure 
foi 'edin;alion and maintenance.' 
l^ast' year this matter was given 
special emphasis b.y Ihe jiresenla- 
tion in the Board's repr»rf of care- 
fully prep'ired tables j;iving a com- 
parative view of som«- of the lit<fr- 
ary work of the schools, anil con- 
stituting, s<^i ftir as we are aware, 
(he first s<;ientifi<' eomparisonof the 

kind ever ji I I em l.f i-il Vi.fivifli- 



standingthe limited range of the 
written examination, the results, 
as tabulated, threw a great deal of 
light upon the relative aidiievoments 
of the schools, and as a result, en- 
couraged several of them to higher 
endeavoi during the past year. 
Similar tables are presented again 
this year, and it is ladievi^l that a 
a potent and beneficial influence 
will be exerted by I hem on the 
schools, and that in a short lime 
facts will be established upon whicrh 
safely to recoinmen<l imjioriaiit 
changes. 

" In (dosing this topic the Board 
desires to state that the more at- 
tenlively the so-called subjeid of 
"deaf-mule education" is studied, 
the wider becomes the field for in- 
vestigation, and the sti'onger grows 
the conviction that the future well- 
being of our 1,,500 deaf school 
cliihiren, and the iiroper expciiidi- 
ture of nearly half a million of 
dollais, yearly appidprialed for 
their benelil, demand a more ex- 
li^ndeil knowledg<^ of 1 h(^ eondilion 
of ea(di (l(>af pupil than is possible 
for the Board lo obtain with the 
limited funds which it is at present 
able lo devote to this purpose. 

" Aside from making somospe<'ial 
firovision for the feebleminded or 
otherwise defective deaf cdiildren 
of the State, the Board does not 
find any iiresiait need for an ad- 
ditional sidiool for the deaf. '^Phe 
(vlueation of the deaf is so slow at 
b(!sl, that il takes years to de- 
termine the (diaracler of the work 
wliich a s(d)ool is doing, and the 
. oaid believes that it will lie belter 
for the ileaf and for the Stale to 
liiiiii the number of schools lo I hose 
alioady in existence until investiga- 
tion shows Ihe needs of further 
fa(!ilities. The Board recommends 
that the sun of *2';0 per capila la 
ajipropriated for eaidi scholar ap- 
pointed by the SiiperintiMident ol 
Public Inslnn!lion to these schools 
during the ensuing year. 

" On Oelolx^r 12, the Court of Ap- 
pi^als handed down an important 
decision in the case of ' The People 
of the State of New York ex rel. 
The New York Inslitiilion for (he 
Blind, respondent, against Aslibid 
P, Filch, Cloniiil oiler of Ihe (Uly of 
New York, appidlant,' aHiiming 
the legality of the supervisor^' re- 
lation which the Board has claimed 
over the schools for the blind and 
for the deaf in this Stale
